The preliminary amendment lias been entered. 
Claims 1-13,15-29,and 31-36 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: group II 
shares the technical features of the waste disposal site with claim 1, however, since a 
waste disposal site with trough, two layers and ceramic binder system is known in the

prior art (e.g. as in US 5078543A--cited in international search report); that feature 
cannot constitute the special technical feature required under the PCT rules. Group II 
shares only the feature of comminution with group III. Since comminution of mineral 
waste is known (e.g. as in US 5251 827A™ cited in international search report); that 
feature cannot constitute the special technical feature required under the PCT rules. 
Group III shares no technical features with group I— despite a nominal link in the claim 
dependency— since the waste site claimed in group I is not made using the apparatus in 
group III.
